view of the fact that the United States war-time espionage act 
has been repealed, we believe that the release of men convicted 
under it will meet both the demands of justice and mercy; There- 
fore, Be it resolved that we. Unitarian ministers, favor the re- 
lease of all men now in Federal prisons convicted under ..he 
espionage act." 


Debs has been released by this administration; and, if Debs 


was deserving of executive clemency, why should any of the 
obscure prisoners be held in captivity? 
What they did was 


criminal only under laws enacted for the special emergency of 
war; and those laws are now null and void. The retention of 
these prisoners by the Government is a mistake. 
As a policy 


nothing could be worse because of the cmbitterment it leaves 
unnecessarily in many minds to which the Government's course 
seems inconsistent and inexplicable as well as oppressive. 


The war has been ended no less than three and one-half 


years. Of these war offenses the slate should be wiped clean.

Abandonment Of Precedents 


more than five centuries," says The St. Louis Post Dis-' 


patch, "the Anglo-Saxon legal system has embodied as one 


of its fundamental principles a rule expressed in the Latin 
phrase, stare decisis, et non quieta moverc. meaning, to stand by 
precedents and not to disturb settled points. It expresses the 
policy of the courts to follow the authority of past decisions, and 
has for its object the salutary effect of giving uniformity, cer- 
tainty and stability to the law. It is sound principle that when 
the courts have announced controlling rules or constructions of 
law, for the guidance of the manifold activities of individuals 
and the public, the settled condition should not be disturbed by 
contrary decisions, save in the most urgent cases; and courts 
have even followed bad precedents rather than weaken this doc- 
trine. 


When one considers the avalanche of decisions coming 


from our state and Federal courts today he cannot escape the 
conviction that the rule of stare decisis has all but disappeared 
within the last half-century. On any point the lawyers have an 
equal number of precedents to sustain either side. 
The vices 


flowing from this condition are many, not the least of which is 
to render the law uncertain and multiply thc hazards and cost 
of litigation. 


That the Supreme Court of the United States is adding to 


this confusion, instead of holding steadfast to its settled con- 
structions, appears in the remarkable case of Terral vs. Burke 
Construction Co., in a decision recently handed down by Chief 
Justice Taft. The case originated in Arkansas and involved the 
constitutionality of a State statute which required foreign 
corporations to submit to thc State courts as a condition to being 
licensed to do busmen therein: and directed the revocation of 
the license oi any -,uch corporation which removed its cases to 
the Federal courts. Laws of this kind have boon enacted in 
many states and they are designed to place foreign corporations 
on the same footing as domestic corporations in matters of 
litigation and to protect local claimants against the hardships 
and added costs incident to seeking redress in a remote, rather 
thar their local, tribunal.
